RESERVOIR GETTINQ LOW. 

But With Care There is Expected to be 
Water Enough For All. 

Rumors have been going the rounds that 
the water in the town reservoir is getting 
dangerously low, but on investigation it 
developes that there is apparently water 
enough. It is true that the supply is low, 
but no lower than it has been at previous 
times. There is at present a supply suffi¬ 
cient for all users provided they do not 
waste the water, and the commissioners 
are trying to prevent this as much as they 
can. While the past summer has been an 
nnasnally dry one and water has beeD 
scarce all about, Monson has not felt the 
lack until within a few weeks. As it is, 
there is in ail probability enough for all 
ordinary purposes without turning the 
brook into the reservoir. This conld be 
done if necessary, but as the water is not 
quite up to that of tbe reservoir in quality 
it will be put off as long as possible. Tbe 
water commissioners have deemed it wise 
to shat the water off from the schools, and 
try and prevent waste wherever possible 
On the whole, there seems to be no immed 
iate cause for worry over the water supply.

The advantages of wireless telegraphy ^ 
were fully demonstrated last Saturday g 
morning in the collision of two steamers f) 
off Nantucket. The Republic, a large g 
steamer loaded with pleasure seekers for ^ 
the Mediterranean, was rammed in a dense 
fog by the Florida, an incoming steamer 
from Italy. Although part of his quarters c 
were carried away by the accident, and the 8 
dynamos operating the apparatus ruined, c 
the operator of the wireless on the Baltic J 
was able to couple up his storage batteries 
and send out a call, which was caught by 1 
several steamers as far distant as 100 miles, j 
all of which quickly raced to the rescue. 

A move is now being made to compel all 
passenger carrying steamers to be equipped i 
with wireless apparatus. 

One* more there is heard suggestion of 
raising the Maine, which has lain bo long 
in the mud of Havana harbor. The wreck 
is now a menace to navigation, as it has 
collected about it a sufficient quantity of 
mud and debris to create a considerable 
shoal or bar. There is an impression with 
many that the government is afraid to do 
the work, for fear that it might be shown 
that the vessel was destroyed by an in¬ 
terior explosion instead of by a mine on 
the outside. Whatever the cause of the 
disaster, the wreck should never have been 
allowed to remain where it is for this 
length of time. 

It is understood, though not as yet au¬ 
thoritatively announced, that the Legis¬ 
lative committee hearing on the petition 
for a bill permitting Palmer to elect a 
license commission,will be held on Thurs¬ 
day ot next wee*.

(Needham) Agard. His early advantages 
lor an education were limited, hut his 
intelligent mind and industrious habits, 
with sound judgment, won for him such 
a position in life that younger people 
frequently sought his advice He loved 
music and had quite a talent in that 
direction, having been leader of a choir in 
several churches in his earlier years. He 
was sympathetic with the sick aud a good 
nurse, aiid haviug considerable knowledge 
of medicine was very successful iu the use 
oi borne remedies until unfitted by his 
own suffering to do lor others. He public¬ 
ly prolessed religion in middle life and 
united with his wife with the Congrega¬ 
tional church in Britnfield in 1889. The 
pseeing away of Mrs.-Agard wax a great 
blow to biiu in his feeble condition, aud 
although his mind was unclouded to the 
last his physical strength soon gave out.

The terrible sleeping sickness of 
tropical Africa Is discussed at length 
In an article In Popular Mechanics. 
The disease, which long baffled scien¬ 
tists, Is spread by the tsetse fly, a 
bloodsucking, day flying Insect.

The 
last stage is marked by extreme ema¬ 
ciation aud a coma deepening Into 
death.

iiii hour. Add one-quarter cup of powdered sugar to the i\i\ee ot two 
lemons and strain in the water from the rind. Mix two level tablespoons 
of cornstarch smooth In one-quarter cup of milk and stir Into one and 
three-quarters cups of boiling milk. When It has cooked smooth, add 
one-lialf cup of sugar and cook ten minutes. Cool and turn into a freezer, 
after freezing ten minutes stir the lemon mixture in with a long handled 
spoon and finish freezing. 

This sherbet will not curdle because the milk is scalded and cooled and 
the lemon juice is not added until freezing has begun. Allow' one por¬ 
tion of coarse salt to three portions of finely cracked ice for freezing 
putting In ice and salt alternately, and packing solidly. Do not turn ofT
